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PREFACE

^  This  record  of  Noah  Phillips  was  in  rhe  course  of  preparation  at 
the  same  time  as  that  of  Tyre  Dabney  of  Newton  County,  Georgia. 
The  Dabney  record  was  completed  and  published  in  1955. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  have  read  so  much  of  the  correspondence 
and  to  become  familiar  with  rhe  history  and  the  aaivities  of  the  ances¬ 
tors  over  several  centuries.  My  heart  filled  with  a  great  sense  of  pride 
wihen  I  realized  how  clear-eyed  these  people  had  been  and  how  deter¬ 
mined  they  were  to  make  America  a  great  country.  They  were  truly 
Americans  from  the  beginning  of  this  nation.  God  granted  them  first 
the  idea,  then  the  Charter  and  the  Constitution. 

The  number  of  names  in  the  following  genealogies  is  upwards  of 
several  hundred.  Whatever  the  defeas  of  this  straight  line  of  our  his¬ 
tory,  and  the  compiler  is  aware  of  many,  he  trusts  that  he  has  preserved 
a  few  interesting,  and  perhaps  not  altogether  nnimportant,  historical 
items,  as  well  as  some  links  in  the  chain  of  genealogical  succession  which 
might  otherwise  have  been  lost.  To  aid  and  encourage  any  who  may 
be  willing  to  correct  errors  or  supply  omissions  which  come  to  their 
notice,  and  to  the  end  that  correa  and  more  complete  genealogies  of 
the  several  families  of  this  name  may  be  produced  at  some  future  time,

!  perfealy  correct  and  complete  genealogies. 

The  compiler  cannot  expect  to  regain  pecuniary  renumeration  for 
his  labors,  his  experience  being  somewhat  smilar  to  that  of  other 
genealogists  who  have  asserted  at  the  close,  that  had  they  known  the 
amount  of  labor  involved  they  never  would  have  attempted  the  task;  but 
if  what  is  here  given  shall  only  cause  those  of  the  name  into  whose  hands 
it  may  come  to  preserve  carefully  all  items  of  family  history  and  lead 
someone  in  each  of  the  main  branches  of  the  name,  parts  of  which 
are  to  be  found  in  this  book,  to  work  out  a  complete  genealogy  of  his 
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own  branch,  one  great  objea  of  its  production  will  have  been  accom¬ 
plished;  and  the  labor  will  not  have  been  lost  if  any  are  led  to  emulate 
the  benevolence,  the  devotion  to  duty,  the  patriotism  or  the  piety  of  the 
worthy  examples  found  recorded  on  the  following  pages.

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PREAMBLE 


This  history  of  grandfather,  Noah  Phillips,  was  begun  in  1952.  It 
is  now  1957  and,  in  these  past  five  years.  I’ve  learned  many  things 
about  him,  his  ancestors  and  his  descendants. 

Grandfather  Noah  came  to  Newton  County,  Georgia,  from  his 
birthplace  in  Litchfield,  Conneaicut,  and  purchased  a  large  acreage  on 
the  Yellow  River,  three  miles  from  Covington,  Georgia.  Newton 
County  records  show  that,  with  a  capital  of  $40,000,  he  erected  a  factory 
where  he  manufactured  many  and  varied  articles,  including  furniture 
and  other  wooden  wares,  cotton  goods,  ropes,  yarn,  etc. 

In  1835,  Noah  married  Nancy  Stewart.  From  this  union  were 
born  eight  children. 

From  1835  until  1863,  in  which  year  Noah  Phillips  sold  his  in¬ 
terest  in  the  manufacturing  business,  he  had  a  succession  of  partners. 
First,  John  Pearsall,  a  brother-in-law,  became  associated  with  him.  A 
Mr.  Camp  purchased  a  share  in  the  business.  Mr.  Camp  died  and  his 
widow  inherited  his  share.  Mrs.  Camp  married  Mr.  Porter  who  thereby 
became  Noah’s  partner.  When  the  Confederate  War  broke  out,  Noah 
sold  his  interest  in  the  business  to  Porter. 

The  Porter  interests  were  very  enterprising  and  developed  a  large 
factory  and  community.  The  name  of  the  business  was  changed  from 
Cedar  Shoals  Manufacturing  Company  to  Porterdale  Manufaauring 
Company,  later  known  as  Porterdale,  Georgia.  Still  later  Porterdale 
combined  with  Bibb  Manufacturing  Company,  which  company  exten¬ 
sively  developed  and  added  to  the  manufacturing  plant  at  Cedar  Shoals, 
particularly  the  textile  line,  making  the  resulting  enterprise  one  of  the 
largest  textile  industries  in  the  Southeast. 

Noah  Phillips  had  planned  to  move  to  Dallas,  Texas,  with  his 
family  and  re-enter  the  same  type  of  manufaauring  business  there,  but 
the  Confederate  War  and  ill-health,  prevented  him  from  carrying  out 
his  dream. 

Noih  died  in  1864  and  his  wife  Nancy  Stewart  Phillips  in  1869. 
They  were  buried  in  the  same  lot  in  the  Baptist  Cemetary  in  Porterdale, 
Georgia.  The  marker  at  the  grave  of  Noah  and  Nancy  Phillips  shows 
(in  error)  that  he  was  born  1775.  It  should  have  read  1793  —  Bible 
Record.  Noah  had  given  the  land  for  the  cemetery  to  the  church.  He 
had  also  given  land  for  a  church  building.  The  congregation  of  the 
Cedar  Shoals  Baptist  Church  only  recently  GRACIOUSLY  returned 
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this  lot  to  NoaJh  Phillips’  great  grandson,  Oscar  Phillips,  w^ho  has 
erected  a  home  thereon. 

Noah  Phillips  had  a  fine  record.  He  gave  two  sons  to  the  Con¬ 
federate  Army.  The  Subscriber  recalls  the  large  chest  in  v^hich  Noah 
kept  his  records  and  valuables.  My  father,  Elwin  Litchfield  Phillips,  1st, 
stated  many  times  in  his  family  discussions  that  his  father,  Noah,  had 
purchased  large  sums  of  Confederate  money  to  further  the  Southern 
Cause. 

The  records  of  Newton  County  show  that  Grandfather  Noah  was 
the  "salt  of  the  earth”  and  the  sort  of  citizen  of  whom  his  fellowman  and 
descendants  could  be  proud. 

This  quest  has  been  a  real  pleasure  and  I  am  so  happy  that  I 
conceived  the  idea  and  brought  it  to  a  conclusion.

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of  sake  fish.”  He  also  had  30  acres  of  land.  His  wife  died  soon  after 
they  had  made  their  home  in  the  new  world.  If  we  had  her  portrait, 
should  we  not  see 

''Her  very  best  gown  is  spread  billowing  — 

The  kind  that  would  'stand  by  itself’,  I’ll  be  bound! 

It  came  from  a  chest  where  the  lavender  hid, 

To  steal  from  its  folds  as  she  lifted  the  lid.” 

Pastor  George  consoled  himself  with  a  new  wife,  Elizabeth,  "prob¬ 
ably  the  widow  of  Captain  Robert  Weldon.”  By  his  two  wives  he  had 
nine  children,  one  son,  the  Reverend  Samuel  —  a  favorite  name  with 
the  Phillips  —  had  eleven  children,  of  whom  one,  his  daughter  Eliza¬ 
beth,  who  married  Rev.  Edward  Payson,  HAD  TWENTY  CHILDREN. 

The  founder  of  the  Long  Island  Phillips  was  Zerobabel,  son  of 
George,  the  immigrant.  Other  founders  of  families  were  Ebenezer, 
Thomias,  John,  and  James  —  all  of  Massachusetts. 

Walter  and  Andrew  were  Maine  pioneers,  and  Michael,  Richard, 
and  Jeremiah  settlers  in  Phode  Island. 

The  first  mayor  of  Boston,  where  he  was  born,  1770,  was  John 
Phillips,  whose  son  was  Wendell,  the  brilliant  orator. 

Among  officers  of  the  Revolution  were  Sergeant  Noah  Philips,  who 
was  one  of  the  "Lexington  Alarm.”  His  name  is  also  spelled  Phelps. 
Lieutenant  Thomas  and  Captain  Samuel  were  from  Rhode  Island;  En¬ 
sign  John,  Lieutenant  Jonathan,  and  Colonel  Joseph  were  from  New 
Jersey;  Ensigns  Samuel  and  James  were  of  the  Virginia  family.  These 
names  are  spelled  Phillips.  The  Maryland  family  were  Philips.  Samuel 
Phillips,  Jr.,  born  at  North  Andover,  Massachusetts,  1751,  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Provincial  Congress,  and  of  the  Constitutional  convention  of 
1779.  He  was  president  of  the  State  Senate  for  fifteen  years,  and  lieu¬ 
tenant-governor  of  his  State.  He  also  organized  the  first  incorporated 
academy  of  Massachusetts  and  helped  to  endow  it. 

Captain  William  Phillips  of  Louisa  County,  Virginia,  was  a  "Rang¬ 
er”,  1763. 

One  line  of  the  Phillips,  through  marriage  with  a  member  of  the 
Drake  family,  can  claim  the  family  of  Sir  Francis  Drake  as  near,  if 
not  next  to  kin. 

The  coat-of-arms  reproduced  is  blazoned:  Argent,  a  lion  rampant, 
sable,  ducally  gorged  and  chained,  or. 

Crest:  A  Lion,  as  in  the  armis. 

Motto:  Ducit  amor  patriae  —  "The  love  of  my  country  leads  me 

on”.  This  coat-aromor  is  attributed  to  the  Reverend  George. 
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This  Crest  attributed  to  The  Rev.  George  Phillips.  He  sailed  from 
Pngland.  See  his  story. 
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We  have  what  we  consider  the  record  to  show  Thomas  Phillips’ 
father  and  the  other  ancestors  in  England. 

In  line  with  our  determination  not  to  publish  any  of  the  line  we 
are  not  able  to  prove,  we  are  omitting  any  lineage  prior  to  Thomas.

From  1.,  2. (a),  and  4. (a),  it  is  self  evident  that  Gideon,  Sr. 
and  Temperance  were  certainly  the  parents  of  Gideon,  Jr., 
born  Ap.  21,  1761. 
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From  4.  (c),  it  seems  equally  logical  to  suppose  that  Josiah 
Stone’s  daughter,  Temperance  Stone,  married  Gideon  Phil¬ 
lips,  Sr.,  and  that  Josiah  deeded  land  to  his  daughter.  Tem¬ 
perance  Phillips,  in  1761,  very  probably  on  the  birth  of  her 
son,  Gideon,  Jr.,  on  Ap.  21,  1761. 

From  4. (a)  and  (b),  it  seems  logical,  also,  to  suppose  that 
Gideon  Phillips,  Sr.,  died  sometime  between  the  birth  of 
his  son,  Gideon,  Jr.  and  Oct.  4,  1770,  when  Temperance 
Phillips,  daughter  of  Josiah  Stone  (see  deed  and  Stone  fa¬ 
mily  histories),  married  Nathan  Swan  and  had  three  daugh¬ 
ters,  Lucia,  Olive  and  Temperance  Swan.  Gideon  Phillips, 
Sr.,  very  probably  died  quite  young,  since  there  is  no  record 
of  any  other  child  than  Gideon,  Jr.,  and  Tem|perance  seems 
to  have  been  quite  prolific. 

Members  of  the  Phillips  family  remember,  quite  vaguely,  a 
half-sister  named  Olive,  somewhere  in  the  family,  but  place 
her  in  Nathan  Avery’s  family  (Nathan  Avery  married  Gid¬ 
eon,  Jr.’s  daughter,  Lura,  and,  after  her  death  married  again). 
However,  it  seems  quite  possible  that  the  "Olive”,  daughter 
of  Nathan,  referred  to  by  the  family,  was  in  reality  Gideon, 
Jr.’s  half-sister,  Olive  Swan.  Since,  according  to  the  above 
statistics,  Gideon,  Jr.,  had  no  whole  brothers  or  sisters,  but 
only  the  three  half-sisters,  he  was  probably  very  close  to 
them.  This  would  also  account  for  the  fact  that  George 
Clark,  Gideon,  Jr.’s  grandson  and  son  of  Sabra  Phillips 
Clark,  named  one  of  his  children,  Olive,  after  his  grand¬ 
father’s  half-sister,  since  his  grandfather  had  no  other  sisters. 
The  fact  that  both  Swan  and  Avery  had  the  same  first  name 
and  both  had  children  by  two  wives  may  have  led  to  the 
confusion. 

The  Stone  family  history,  quoted  on  the  following  pages,  also 
bears  out  the  above  hypothesis.  Josiah  Stone,  in  1761,  deeded 
property  to  his  daughter.  Temperance  Phillips,  yet  the  Stone 
family  history  records  Temperance  as  having  married  Swan. 
This,  again,  indicates  that  she  married  twice  and  that  her 
first  husband,  Gideon  Phillips,  Sr.,  died  within  a  few  years 
after  their  marriage  and  that  she  then  married  Swan.

There  are,  in  the  Stone  family,  three  other  Temperances. 
Temperance  Osborn  married  Josiah  Stone,  Sr.,  on  June  29, 
1705  (3),  and  bore  two  daughters,  both  named  Temperance 
Stone.  One,  born  in  1706,  died  young,  and  the  second,  born 
Ag.  10,  1723.  After  some  pondering,  this  last  Temperance 
was  discarded  as  the  Temperance  Stone  who  married  Gideon 
Phillips,  Sr.  It’s  true  that  her  father  was  also  named  Josiah 
Stone  (Sr.),  but  she  would  have  been  ten  years  older  than 
Gideon,  Jr.,  and  therefore  probably  not  his  wife.  This  Tem¬ 
perance  probably  died  early  also  or  without  descendents, 
since  no  family  history  is  available.  Full  ones  are  available 
for  her  brothers,  Josiah,  Jr.,  Sylvanus,  Benjamin  and  Beriah. 
The  Temperance  Stone,  daughter  of  Josiah  Stone,  Jr.,  and  of 
his  wife,  Hannah  Barrus,  seems  the  logical  mother  of  Gideon 
Phillips,  Jr.  Her  age  is  about  right,  the  deed  from  Josiah 
Stone  to  his  daughter,  Temperance  Phillips,  in  1761,  is  logi¬ 
cal,  and  she  named  one  of  her  sons  Barrus,  which  was  her 
mother’s  maiden  namie. 

The  name,  Barrus,  is  a  most  unusual  name.  There  has  been 
some  question  as  to  the  spelling  of  Gideon,  Jr.’s,  younger 
brother’s  name.  It  has  been  variously  listed  in  family  letters 
and  DAR  records  as  Birrus,  Burroughs,  Burrus  and  Barras. 
In  the  writing  of  Barrus,  the  "a”  could  easily  have  been  left 
open  at  the  top,  leading  to  the  reading  of  the  name  instead, 
as  "Birrus”,  or  "Burrus”,  spelled  by  some  "Burrough.”  It  is 
reasonable  to  suppose,  then,  that  Temperance  Stone,  daughter 
of  Josiah  Stone,  Jr.,  named  her  infant  son,  Barrus,  using  her 
mother’s  maiden  name,  and  that  she  was  the  wife  of  Gideon, 
Sr.,  first,  and,  after  his  death,  the  wife  of  Nathan  Swan,  with 
Other  evidence  pointing  to  the  same  hypothesis. 

Capt.  Reuben  Stone,  under  whom  Gideon  Phillips  Jr.,  served 
at  one  time  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  was  a  first  cousin 
of  this  Temperance,  being  a  son  of  her  father’s  brother,  Syl¬ 
vanus.  Captain  Stone  was  also  the  uncle  of  Rhoda  Stone, 
who  married  Gideon,  Jr.

Litchfield  Vital  Statistics  Records:  Vol.  1,  p.  33 
"Gideon  Phillips,  son  of  Gideon  and  Temperance  Phillips, 
was  born  Ap.  21,  1761.’’ 

However,  according  to  Gideon  Phillips’  application  for  a  pen¬ 
sion  as  a  Revolutionary  War  soldier,  on  Oct.  29,  1832,  he 
states  that  he  was  born  on  Ap.  21,  1763,  enlisted  in  Oct., 
1776,  and  at  the  time  of  making  application  for  pension  was 
69  years  old.  If  this  were  true,  then  Gideon  enlisted  at  the 
age  of  13,  possible  but  not  probable.  The  earlier  date  — 
1761  —  evidently  is  the  true  date  of  birth,  remembered  in¬ 
correctly  by  Gideon  because  of  age  and  confusion  of  the 
times  and  state  of  health.  It  is  highly  improbable  that  there 
could  have  been  two  Gideon  Phillipses,  born  on  exactly  the 
same  day  of  the  same  month,  exaaly  two  years  apart,  and  these 
two  records  clearly  point  to  one  and  the  same  man,  with  the 
date  of  Ap.  21,  1761,  listed  in  the  Vital  Statistics  Records, 
being  the  true  date  of  birth.  The  following  deed  may  have 
no  significance  whatsoever,  but  it  could  have  been  a  deed 
executed  by  his  grandfather  to  his  mother  at  the  time  of 
Gideon’s  birth:

Viz  I  was  born  in  Litchfield  the  21st  of  April  in  the  year  1763, 
record  of  my  biith  is  found  on  the  Records  in  said  Litchfield  — 
Sometime  in  the  Month  of  Oct.,  1776  I  enlisted  into  the  army  of 
the  United  States,  under  Capt.  Shubeal  Griswold  of  Torrington 
in  this  State.  The  other  officers  were  Lieut.  Moran  and  Cathis, 
both  of  said  Litchfield  —  the  Ensigns  name  was  Jonathan  (?) 
Buel  (?)  of  Cornwell  in  this  State  —  the  Regiment  in  which  I 
enlisted  was  commanded  by  Col.  .  .  .  Whiting,  .  .  .  the  Sawpits 
(so  called)  New  Rochelle  -  Valentines  hill,  and  Delanceys  Mills — 
at  the  said  Mills  we  were  attacked  by  the  British  troops,  horse  & 
foot  —  and  in  a  Skirmish  with  the  British  troops  I  lost  all  my 
Clothing  —  I  was  at  that  time  in  the  Service  till  the  first  of  April 
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1777  —  six  months  —  when  I  was  discharged,  I  think  by  the  Col. 

.  .  .  the  next  Service  I  performed  for  the  U.  States  was  in  the 
year  1778  &  1779  —  was  draughted  early  in  the  fall  of  1778  by 
Capt  Wm.  Cogswell  of  Washington  in  this  State,  went  to  Strat¬ 
ford  in  this  State,  and  was  then  put  under  the  Command  of  Capt. 
Elijaa  Kinman  of  Southbury  —  the  Lieut,  was  Lieut.  .  .  .  Mills  of 
Kent.  I  do  not  remember  who  was  the  Ensign  —  the  said  Com¬ 
pany  and  several  others,  was  under  the  Immediate  command  of 
Col.  Sam  Canfield  of  N.  Milford  in  this  State  —  Our  duty  was 
to  guard  the  Coast  along  L.  Island  Sound  —  I  served  at  that  time 
the  full  term  of  two  Months.  I  am  certain  of  the  time  of  service, 
there  being  at  that  time  no  draughts  for  a  less  term  than  two 
Months  —  the  whole  Company  was  discharged  at  one  time,  and 
I  had  no  written  discharge. 

Sometime  in  the  Year  1779  or  1780  I  was  draughted  in  to  the 
service  of  the  U.  States  by  the  ’forementioned  Capt.  Cogswell, 
and  went  to  the  .  .  .  .  ,  and  West  Point,  and  was  at  these 
places  the  full  term  of  Six  Months  —  was  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Williams  —  I  was  discharged  the  9th  day  of  Dec.  at  the 
Highlands.

I 

Your  letter  of  July  12th  was  very  gladly  received,  and  I  suppose  you 
;  wonder  why  I  have  been  so  long  silent.  I  have  often  written  to  you 
;  about  my  dear  mother’s  health  being  so  very  poor.  She  continued  to 
;  fail  and  for  six  weeks,  was  entirely  confined  to  the  house;  her  disease 
was  dropsy  and  disease  of  the  heart.  She  suffered  everything  with  pain 
and  distress  all  through  her  sickness,  but  her  sufferings  are  ended.  She 
|:  has  gone  to  join  the  loved  ones  who  have  gone  before  her  to  that 
:  Heavenly  World  where  there  shall  be  no  more  sickness  and  where  sor- 
!  row  and  sighings  shall  be  done  away  forever.  She  died  the  18th  of 
I  August,  Sunday  night  at  half  past  2  o’clock.  I  wish  you  could  have 
been  here  to  see  my  dear  mother  before  she  died.  Though  she  suffered 
so  much  she  was  very  happy  and  felt  that  she  was  fully  prepared  and 
'  she  longed  for  the  time  to  com.e  when  she  might  go  to  dwell  forever 
with  the  Saviour  she  loved,  and  honored  with  her  latest  breath.  Often 
when  she  was  groaning  with  pain,  she  would  stop  and  sing  or  pray  and 
I  praise  God.  She  would  often  say.  Lord  take  me;  Take  me  now!  and 
sometimes  she  would  say.  Lord  Jesus  come  quickly!  and  she  would  sing 
'  O’Heaven,  sweet  Heaven,  I  long  to  be  there.  She  would  often  sing 
i  this  and  similar  pieces  when  she  was  in  the  greatest  distress;  and  often 
when  going  to  her  room  I  would  find  her  praying  or  saying  Glory  to 
!  God!  almost  the  last  words  I  heard  her  speak  were,  Jesus  come  now,  and 
I  come  quickly!  Thus  died  our  precious  angel  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  De- 
i  Pew  in  her  81st  year  of  her  age.  And  may  we,  her  children,  that  are 
left  walk  in  her  footsteps  and  follow  her  example  as  she  followed 
Christ.  Our  mother  was  a  most  excellent  and  a  noble  spirited  woman: 
she  had  but  very  few  equals,  and  no  superiors.  For  more  than  fifty 
years  had  she  lived  a  devoted  Christian  life,  and  she  has  died  triumph¬ 
antly  happy.  Her  death  has  been  a  terrible  blow  to  me.  No  words  of 
i  mine  can  express  how  great  the  loss  is  to  me.  .  .  .  My  oldest  son,  Charles 
1  Belden  lives  in  Kinsman,  25  miles  from  home.  He  was  at  home  at 
;  mother’s  funeral,  he  stayed  one  week  and  went  back  to  Kinsman,  he  ex¬ 
pects  to  stay  there  one  more  year.  Charlie,  as  we  call  him  will  be  21 
I  years  old  the  12th  of  next  January.  My  youngest  son,  Edgar,  enlisted  in 
I  the  Regular  Army  the  31st  of  last  July:  he  is  in  Kentucky  Newport 
Barracks,  he  was  17  years  old  the  ?-5th  of  this  month  (Sept.)  My 
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brother,  Wesley  DePew  and  his  wife  expect  to  start  for  Mich,  in  about 
5  weeks  to  spend  the  winter,  on  account  of  her  health.  I  expect  to  stay 
here.  It  is  eleven  years  since  my  father  died,  fourteen  years  the  13th 
of  last  June  since  the  death  of  my  beloved  husband,  Charles  Belden.

Hume,  Dec.  2,  1866 

My  dear  cousin, 

....  My  dear  Father’s  remains  are  laid  in  the  grave  as  well  as 
yours.  Father  lived  to  (be)  76  years  old,  was  a  happy  old  (man), 
trusted  in  God  and  enjoyed  his  (presence),  died  in  a  fit  May  7,  1863, 
at  11  o’clock  in  the  evening,  was  well  the  (day)  before  he  died.  Uncle 
P.  M.  Avery  died  Nov.  8,  1864,  with  a  fit  of  appoplexy,  69  years  old. 
His  first  wife  was  your  father’s  youngest  sister,  Lura  Phillips.  Uncle 
Avery  died  in  Lowell,  Kent  Co.,  Michigan.  His  Widow  and  children 
live  in  that  place,  Lowell.  The  3  boys,  George  is  an  adopted  son  of 
uncle’s,  age  37,  Earl  35,  Homer  33,  are  all  married.  Lura,  a  half 
sister  of  the  boys  is  18  years  old.  When  I  write  to  these  cousins  of 
mine  I  direct  letters  to  Lowell,  Kent  Co.,  Mich.  I  have  got  grandmoth¬ 
er  Phillips’  Bible  in  which  there  is  a  record  of  your  father’s  birth  and  of 
his  brothers  and  sisters  and  death  of  some  of  the  family.  If  you  have 
not  got  the  records  and  would  like  to  get  it  I  will  write  it  off  (and) 
send  it  to  you  .  .  .  My  stepmother  is  now  living  in  Wisconsin  with  her 
own  children.  She  is  72  years  old.  She  is  quite  well  for  a  woman  of 
her  age.  Mother  has  one  daughter  left  here,  Mrs.  Leander  Hubbard, 
she  has  a  husband  and  5  children.  My  oldest  brother,  Lyman  A.  Clark 
51  years  old  and  has  a  wife  and  7  children,  they  live  in  Columbus,  St. 
Clair  Co.,  Michigan. 

Nathan  B.  Clark,  (my)  youngest  brother  lives  in  the  (same) 
place.  Nathati  is  35  years  old,  his  (wife)  Julio  is  24,  they  have  a 
little  boy  3  years  old.  Their  P.  O.  address  (is)  N.  B.  Clark,  (Colum¬ 
bus),  St.  Clair  Co.,  Mich.  My  only  own  sister,  Abigail  H.  Leach,  has 
a  husband  and  four  children,  she  is  47  years  old.  They  live  in  Koilton, 
Tuscola  Co.,  Mich.  —  P.  O.  address  D.  G.  Leach,  Clifford,  Lapier  Co., 
Mich.  You  see  I  have  brothers  and  sisters  and  cousins  in  Michigan. 
My  brother  Horace  S.  Clark,  4l  years  old  is  married  and  they  have  one 
little  girl.  They  live  in  New  Jersey.  We  direa  letters  to  H.  S.  Clark, 
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Vineland,  Cumberland  Co.,  New  Jersey.  Alonzo  P.  Clark  age  48, 
lives  with  his  wife  11  years  younger  than  him'self,  they  have  four 
children,  all  boys  Simon  R.  Clark,  46  years  olds  today,  has  a  wife  but 
no  children.  J.  Q.  A.  Clark  aged  37  has  a  wife  and  a  girl  12  years  old. 
These  last  namied  brothers  of  mine  live  in  the  neighborhood  where 
we  have  (been)  brought  up.  I  am  sorry  that  (brother)  George  and 
his  family  are  going  to  leave  (this)  neighborhood,  they  are  going  to 
70  miles  (north)  of  us.  I  will  try  to  find  out,  (what)  year  your  father 
went  south.  I  never  saw  Uncle  Noah  but  once  and  that  was  46  years 
ago  last  summer  when  I  was  4  years  old.  I  remember  him  well,  his 
oidest  sister  is  still  living  and  in  her  eightieth  year,  I  will  write  to  her. 
She  is  getting  forgetful  but  she  may  remember  when  her  brother  Noah 
went  south  if  there  is  another  one  of  the  family  alive  besides  her  I  do 
not  know  anything  about  them,  your  father’s  2  brothers  next  younger 
than  himself  I  have  not  heard  from  in  more  than  30  years.

Dear  Cousins, 

Elwin,  I  received  your  letter  with  much  pleasure  April  29,  was 
sorry  to  hear  that  your  grandfather  was  sick.  Hope  when  I  hear  from 
you  again,  to  hear  that  he  is  well.  Cousin  Elwin,  I  am  glad  to  hear  you 
speak  of  your  father  as  you  do.  I  had  often  thought  of  him  and 
thought  him  to  be,  such  a  man  as  you  say  he  was.  I  have  delayed  writing 
a  short  time,  to  see  Mrs.  Benton,  as  she  has  got  back  to  her  old  home. 
She  is  89  years  old  and  feeble  in  health.  Mrs.  Benton’s  mental  faculties 
are  good  yet.  Her  husband,  has  been  dead  some  years,  his  father’s 
farm  joined  grandfather  Phillips  farm.  I  asked  Mrs.  Benton  if  she 
remerrubered  Noah  Phillips,  "Yes,  I  do,’’  she  said  but  she  said  she  was 
not  as  well  acquainted  with  him  as  she  was  with  the  older  children. 
She  says  they  moved  away  from  Connecticut. 

We  have  written  to  the  postmaster  at  Mamacatin  Hollow,  Sullivan 
County,  New  York  State,  to  find  out  something  about  Uncle  Birrous 
Phillips  who  lived  in  that  place  the  last  we  heard  of  him,  which  was 
more  than  30  years  ago,  but  we  get  no  answer.  Cousin  Elwin,  your 
photograph  reminds  me  of  my  mother.  I  am'  truly  thankful  that  you 
sent  me  your  picture  and  1  would  be  glad  of  a  picture  of  the  rest  of 
your  father’s  family.  Judging  from  your  photograph,  I  think  you  must 
be  an  honorable  man  ...  You  may  be  some  like  Edith,  feel  a  little 
delicate  about  writing  to  them  that  you  have  never  seen.  Elwin,  I  guess 
thinks  strange  that  I  do  not  speak  of  Edith  as  much  as  I  do  of  Olive. 
We  get  acquainted  some  by  letter  writing.  Elwin,  as  you  are  somewhat 
acquainted  with  Olive,  it  has  been  easier  for  me  to  write  to  you  about 
Olive  than  Edith.  I  do  not  know  as  I  have  hardly  done  right.  I 
will  now  say  that  I  like  Edith  as  well  as  I  do  Olive.  She,  Edith,  is 
lively  and  cheerful,  a  good  and  industrious  young  lady.  But  the  most 
lovely  one  of  the  four  children  of  my  brother  George’s  family  lies  in 
yonder  graveyard.  Last  Sabbath  I  visited  the  spot  where  Verna  is 
buried,  sat  down  by  the  head  of  that  lovely  child  that  used  to  be  al¬ 
ways  glad  to  see  her  Aunt  Mary  Ann.  There  wrote  a  few  lines  to 
those  near  friends  of  her’s  who  live  at  Parny  Centre.  I  trust  I  shall  be 
enabled  so  to  live  that  I  shall  meet  dear  friends  that  have  gone  from 
this  world  in  that  better  world  in  Heaven,  Sweet  Heaven.  In  that 
grave  yard  that  I  have  so  lately  visited  lie  the  remains  of  my  or  our 
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grandmother,  my  father,  my  own  mother  and  Lura  Avery  and  my  in¬ 
fant  sister,  Rhoda  narr^ed  after  grandmother  and  my  brother,  Alonzo’s 
first  wife  and  two  small  children,  besides  my  father’s  brother  and  his 
wife.

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WAR  RECORD  OF  TAPLEY  H.  STEWART, 
McGREGOR,  TEXAS 

as  written  by  himself 

Born  August  25,  1844,  at  Watkinsville,  Georgia.  Enlisted  in  the 
Confederate  Army  July  1,  1861,  as  private  in  Company  L,  Third 
Georgia  Infantry,  Lee’s  Division  and  first  Colonel,  A.  R,  Wright. 

I  first  enlisted  for  twelve  months,  and  afterward  re-enlisted  for 
three  years,  or  during  the  war.  My  second  enlistment  was  with  the 
Third  Georgia  Battalion  of  sharpshooters,  and  went  into  Longstreet’s 
Corps.  I  received  a  flesh  wound  in  the  arm  at  Malvern  Hill. 

Was  in  the  battles  of  Malvern  Hill,  Seven  Days  Around  Richmond, 
Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsville,  Seven  Pines,  Spottsylvania,  Court 
House,  Petersburg,  and  the  Wilderness,  Gettysburg,  Chickamauga  and 
Knoxville,  besides  many  others.  The  battle  of  Chickamauga  was  the 
bloodiest  one  I  was  in  during  the  war.  It  was  there  that  Americans 
fought  Americans  and  brother  fought  against  brother.  Another  hard- 
fought  battle  was  at  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  where  I  had  a  brother,  N.  H. 
Stewart,  killed.  He  too,  was  a  member  of  the  Third  Georgia  Battalion 
of  Sharpshooters.  General  Longstreet  ordered  us  to  storm  the  fort, 
which  we  did,  and  the  Yankees  threw  hand  grenades  in  our  ranks.  At 
the  "blowup”  at  Petersburg  we  lost  heavily.  Many  who  were  not  killed 
in  the  explosion  were  covered  up  to  their  waists  in  dirt,  and  the  negro 
soldiers  beat  them  over  their  heads  with  their  guns.  After  the  blowup 
Gen.  Mahone  wanted  to  try  to  recapture  the  fort,  but  Gen.  Beauregard 
said  no,  but  ordered  out  the  mortars  and  began  to  throw  shells  just 
over  the  breastworks,  which  brought  the  Yankees  out. 

At  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness  we  had  a  man  in  our  company 
named  Taylor,  whom  we  called  "Puny”,  because  of  his  immense  size. 
He  was  about  the  biggest  man  in  our  regiment.  On  one  occasion  Puny 
kept  dodging  the  bullets  which  were  whizzing  around  his  head,  when 
Gen.  Wolford  said:  "Puny,  you  ought  not  to  do  that.  Just  stand  up  and 
be  a  man.”  Just  then  a  cannon  ball  cut  some  limbs  from  a  tree  just  over 
the  General’s  head  and  he  fell  flat  on  his  horse.  Puny  said:  "General, 
don’t  do  that.  Sit  straight  and  be  a  man.”  The  General  replied:  "Puny, 
you  may  dodge  the  big  bullets,  but  let  the  little  ones  go.”  After  our  re¬ 
treat  from  Pennsylvania  back  into  Virginia  we  were  very  tired  from 
the  long  march.  Late  one  evening  we  had  just  filled  our  canteens  when 
General  Lee  and  his  staff  came  along  and  asked  what  command  we 
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belonged  to,  and  we  told  him  Longstreet’s.  He  told  us  that  Longstreet 
was  only  about  three  miles  from  us,  and  he  was  sure  we  would  be  given 
a  rest.  He  asked  me  for  a  drink  of  water,  as  he  was  very  thirsty.  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  giving  him  and  his  staff  a  drink  from  my  canteen, 
for  which  they  thanked  me.  At  the  battle  of  Cold  Harbor  my  First 
Lieutenant  had  just  received  a  nice  new  hat  from  home.  During  the 
fight  a  ball  struck  the  side  of  his  head  and  cut  quite  a  hole  in  his  hat, 
besides  giving  him  a  severe  flesh  wound.  At  first  we  thought  he  was 
killed,  but  he  soon  began  to  rally,  and  looked  up,  saying:  "They  ruined 
my  hat,  didn’t  they.^’’  He  bled  so  profusely  that  we  had  to  take  him 
to  the  rear.  I  saw  him  later  in  the  afternoon  and  helped  dress  his  head, 
which  was  still  very  bloody.  I  asked  him  how  his  hat  was,  and  he  said: 
'You  fool,  it  is  my  head,  and  not  my  hat,  that  I  am  interested  in.” 

At  Deep  Bottom  we  killed  and  captured  men  who  had  not  been 
across  the  water  long  enough  to  speak  our  language.  During  the  second 
day’s  battle  at  Gettysburg  five  of  us  got  cut  off  from  our  command.  The 
others  got  back,  but  I  was  reported  missing,  killed  or  captured.  I  was 
fortunate  enough  to  have  a  well-filled  haversack,  and  when  that  was 
exhausted  I  went  to  the  house  of  a  good  woman  who  gave  me  all  that  I 
could  eat  and  refilled  my  haversack. 

I  had  another  brother,  J.  M.  Stewart,  who  joined  the  same  com¬ 
mand  that  I  did.  He  was  wounded  and  in  the  hospital  at  the  time  I 
changed,  so  he  remained  with  the  same  regiment  all  during  the  war.  He 
was  in  A.  P.  Hill’s  Corps,  and  was  a  brave  and  good  soldier.  There 
were  500  of  us  taken  prisoners  at  Front  Royal  by  Sheridan’s  Army.  We 
were  taken  where  we  were  reviewed  by  Lincoln  and  his  Cabinet. 

We  were  fortunate  in  being  sent  to  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  as  it  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  the  best  prison  in  the  North.  On  our  way  we  were  marched 
four  deep  through  the  snow  into  Baltimore.  The  city  officials  put  on 
extra  police  force  to  keep  the  people  back.  There  were  a  great  many 
Southern  people  there  who  would  have  been  glad  to  give  us  food  and 
clothing,  but  they  were  not  allowed  to.  Some  of  them  went  upstairs 
and  threw  it  to  us  in  the  street. 

There  were  about  nine  thousand  prisoners  at  Elmdra,  and  the 
prison  was  an  inclosure  of  about  fifteen  acres  fenced  in  by  a  wall  about 
fifteen  feet  high,  with  a  walk  on  the  outside  for  the  sentinels,  which 
were  negroes  who  had  been  decoyed  North  and  organized  into  com¬ 
panies  and  regiments  to  guard  their  former  masters.  We  soon  got 
tired  of  being  guarded  by  negroes,  so  we  began  to  knock  them  off  the 
walks  with  rocks.  Maj.  Colt,  commander,  ordered  two  from  each  ward 
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in  the  quarter  sto  report  to  headquarters.  When  we  reported  we  asked 
the  Major  to  allow  a  Pennsylvania  recruiting  company  to  guard  us, 
which  was  granted.  Most  of  these  guards  were  good  men,  and  were 
kind  to  us.  Inside  of  this  inclosure  was  a  prison  which  the  officials 
called  a  jail,  but  we  had  another  name  for  it.  For  awhile  we  lived  in 
tents,  but  afterward  they  built  winter  quarters,  or  wards.  These  were 
about  twenty  feet  wide  and  about  100  feet  long,  and  there  were  three 
tiers  of  bunks,  one  above  the  other,  on  either  side.  In  my  ward  there 
were  207,  and  200  of  them  were  Irish,  and  it  was  called  the  Irish  Ward. 
We  had  only  two  rations  a  day  —  one  about  9  a.m.  and  one  about  4 
p.m.  I  was  put  in  this  jail  once  for  "flanking”  bread  and  once  for 
"flanking”  wood. 

For  the  first  offense  we  were  walked  around  in  a  circle  and  for 
the  second  we  wore  the  barrel  shirt,  which  was  a  barrel  with  one  head 
knocked  out  and  a  hole  cut  in  the  other  large  enough  to  go  over  a  fel¬ 
low’s  head.  For  greater  offenses  we  were  "bucked  and  gagged”  and 
hung  up  by  the  thumbs.  We  lost  more  men  from  scurvy  than  anything 
else,  and  this  was  on  account  of  our  diet.  The  smallpox  hospital  was  a 
lot  of  tents  beyond  the  creek.  Of  course,  they  had  their  regular  nurses 
and  doaors,  but  their  accomodations  were  bad,  and  often  the  patients 
would  become  insane  and  the  nurses  would  have  to  tie  their  hands  to 
keep  the  patients  from  tearing  their  flesh. 

I  was  paroled  on  the  last  of  February,  1865.  We  were  sent  from 
Elmira  to  Baltimore  in  box  cars,  and  from  there  wer  esent  to  Aikin’s 
Landing,  on  James  River,  in  boats.  We  were  still  guarded  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Bucktails.  One  of  the  orders  which  Major  Colts  gave 
was  very  much  appreciated,  and  that  was  when  any  of  the  soldiers  died 
on  the  boat  they  were  to  be  taken  to  land  for  burial.  Seven  of  our  boys 
were  taken  to  Point  Lookout,  Md.,  for  burial.  My  prison  comrades  con¬ 
sidered  Major  Colts  one  of  the  best  men  they  ever  knew,  even  if  he  was 
a  Union  Soldier.  He  certainly  had  a  Christian  heart  in  him,  and  showed 
it  by  his  consideration  for  the  prisoners  under  him.  If  he  is  still  living 
I  want  him  to  know  that  this  rebel  soldier,  as  well  as  many  others,  still 
cherishes  the  memory  of  his  many  good  deeds;  and  if  he  has  passed  on 
to  his  reward  I  don’t  believe  there  is  a  man  living  who  was  at  Elmira 
prison  who  would  not  gladly  contribute  to  a  monument  to  his  memory.
